FN gpd sana the daughter of The- 
ophanes, was celebrated all over 
Cir es ter he; virtt a hey } sone: ty; on,’ lar 
ace: mplithme nts. Merit, fo confpicuous 
as her's, could not but attradl the regard of 
the Grasian youth, ever fulceptible of the 
fineit emotions of love. Amon, the reft of 
her adinirers, Strato and Call ifthenes were | 
fo happy as io obtain peculiar siiashte ot 
diltingtion. 

Strato had all the recommendations 
which wea'th and power can beltuw, and, 
todo him juitice, was not entirely deltitute 
of perfonai nierit. The only obje&ion 
which anpearance of reafon, 
be made to him, was, ‘that he was confid- 
erably advanced beyond that period which 
is called the flower of youth: an objec- 
tion which has great weight with “ female 
heart. 

Callifthenes yielded to Stratoin fortune 
intereit, and family ; but his perfon was 
more engaging, his manners more polite, 
and his acquirements more agreeable. 
There was a peculiar modefty in his ad- 
drefs, which probably might be increafed 
by a confcioufnefs of the fmaullnefs of his 
fortune; but that circumttance tended to 
promote his interelt 5 for, however it de- 
preiled his fpirit, it tanght him thar fub- 
mislive foftnefs which made him appear 
amiable in the eyes ot Ariftoclea.

mer morning, ina little rivulet that glided 
through her father’s garden. 

Callifthenes perhaps in reality, felt as 
trong a paflion as his rival, yet was he 
lefs affiduous in his addrefles, from defpair 
ot fucceeding againft a competitor fo much 
his fuperior in rank and fortune. 

Theophanes, the father of Ariftocla, 
was much embarrafled by the importuni- 


‘ties of the two lovers, but would gladly 


have given his confent to him, whofe pol- 
feffions were the largelt, had not he been 
cautious of idlerberiag in the choice of his 
daughter. Atter many delays, it was at 
laft ayreed, on all fides, to refer the affair 
to a neighbour of great wildom and ex- 
perience, by whofe decifion it was refolv- 
ed to abide. 

In the mean time Strato was informed, 
by a confident of Arifloclea, whom he had 
bribed with ‘iberal prefents, that he pof- 
fefed the firft pleee in the affe@ions of 
Lhis miltes cls. Animated by this intelligence, 
be determined to break off the agreement

| jie, Ariftoclea herfelf. Calliithenes rea-

fion of every fordid motive, From felt intere(t 
we derive no pleafures, but fuch as degrade vir- 
tue. From friendthip we have every requital 
dignifying to our nature,every recompence hon- 
orary to our feelings, The bleffings of the world 
{well the aggregate of oor felicity, and the hap- 
pineis, we originate in others, returns to our 
own bofoms with accumulated delight, Initinct 
might keep the animal machine in motion, but 
friendthip and the virtues of fociety impart that 
eafe and energy of operation, which thake it 
fubferve its original purpofe, Dark and com- 
fortle(s indeed would be the weary pilgrimage 
of life, if deprived of thefe inexhaultidle refourc- 
es of happisets.

It revels in the convivial pleafures of the bun- 
quet, or bends with folemn forrow over the 
agonizing terrors of the tomb. It raifes mirth to 
intemperance of delight, and fupprefits the 
throbbing violence of anguifh, When cruelty 
and injattice invade the retreats of innocence, 
friendthip liesiaambohh to furprize their march ; 
and if (:btle villainy have already trampled on 
integrity, compaiiion will raife the guiltlefs vic- 
tim, and lave every wound with her tears. 

from triendfiip every fcene of lite derives it’s 
power to charm, Delcriptions however faici- 








fiating, characters however exalted, occurrences 
however brilliant, if they difplay no geucrous 
fentiments, are mere playthings ol tancy, bub- 
bles of a moment durttiog at th. fiighett breath 
of ferutiny. The Hero, who {pares wheu he bas 
fubdued, lives to more lafting fame, than he, 
who vindicates even juttice with the rclentiels 
arm ot revenge. A fenfation of mercy even to 
the molt undeferving is aceble trait of the hu- 
inan charaéter. It exhibits the vigor of @ virtue, 
whofe {malielt exertion is impieflive 5 1 proves 
toe ardour of a fentiment, whofe mott lanyurd 
{park is divine. fudications of love and triend- 
ihip are univerfally touchitones of merit. Selfith 
difpotisions. are univerfally objects of incigna- 
tion and contempt. The hardiet veteran tn ini- 
quity fe.ecting a characte: for the bafcit purpofe, 
ve it even to league him ia fchemes of rapine and 
plunder, will exact the recommendation of a 
fufceptible heart. So prevaleut auc impyeilive is 
this trait of character, ‘hat even they, who have 
difcarded it,look back, like rebel children,to the 
guardian of theirlives «ith emotions of hhialrev- 
erence and efieem. Lia mind not irrecoverably 
perverfe triendthip ofien fteals unwelcomed,. 
However mighty the enchantment, Wiich binds 
the foul, however fierce and gigantic the paf- 
fions, which guetd the avenves to the heert, 
triencfhip will imperceptivly mntinuate itfelf, and 
diflulve the fpell. While the head is intent on 
fchemes of wealth & prandeur, and racked with 
projects of accumulation; while milereit and e- 
molument are crouding the brain with {pecula- 
tions, the heart a rebel co tue canfe.a noble trai- 
tor in the felfifh tranfactiou,giows with an ethe- 
rial flame of love end benevolence. 

Such isthe p.cture of a virtue, which no lack cf 
coloring can difgrace, lngenuity cannot imagine 
a deformity in it, which will uot be graceiul, So- 
phiitry c-onetinvent a defeription, (hat will not 
be eloquent in ils praile, Sutin what utuation, 
or vader what circumitaaces istt round? Js it 
in the nurferies of varity and aflectation, where 
every afpiring fentiument is abforsed in the fri- 
volous contemplation of drefs and fafhton ¢ 
Does it tollow in the fplendid retinue of ambi- 
tion, where-lowly merit is but the foot ball of 
pride? Does it minyle ia ine confufion of bafi- 
vefs, where moral reflection ceafes tu be a pow- 
er of the mind; or does it loiter within the 
gates of the Jothiul. waitiog, like the cripple at 
the pool of Bethefda, for the moving of indo- 
lence? No. It is oily tound in thofe peaceful 
retreats, where the great feutiments of the foul 
are aroufed, and where vanity, interett and em- 
bition ave loft in the fplendor ef more exaltcd 
emotions: in focieties where character inflead 
of fortune diltinguifhes the potielor; where the 
mind has room to appreciate its own powers, 
and having once felt und greafped it’s object, 
bears it undifimayed through every oppofition :-— 
aimeng men, who tacrifice perfonal to general 
inteveits, who have belore tiem the extentive 
chart of human mifery, and are conftantly trac- 
ing the route of their benevolence.

The lateft accounts from Phiadeiphia and New-York, ftate, 
that the fever continued its ravages without abatement. in 
Philadeiphia there were reported 85 new Cafes, from the 18th 
to the 24rit inflant. From the 16th to the 19th, inclulive, 61 
interments reported. It is ftated that upwards of fifry thoufand 
inhabitants have removed from New-York; 14 deaths and 26 
Cafes were reported inthe City fromthe igth to the 22d init.
